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SERIOUS ALEXANDRIA FIRE,| HASHISH DEN IN TANTAH. 


“SLA REFORME” PRINTING OFFICES 
DESTROYED. 


A fire which at one time threatened to be |. 


attended with very disastrous consequences 
broke out yesterday afternoon between four 
and five o'clock in Penasson’s printing office 
in General Earl Street. 

The outbreak was due to the fall of a boy 
with a paraffin oil lamp in his hand, in the 
bookbinding department of the establishment, 
which is installed in a loft about 38 feet from 
the roof. 

The fire spread to the adjoining piles of 
paper with’ alarming rapidity, and by 4.55 
o'clock, when the Fire Brigade received the 
alan by the whole of that portion 
of the building was like a roaring furnace, the 
flames shooting out of the windows and lapping 
the sedond-story balconies. 

At 5.2 p.m., when our representative was on 
the spot, the Fire Brigade arrived upon the 


of the Brigade; all danger of the fire spreading 


was over. 

At one time it was feared that the con- 
flagration would spread to the dwelling houses 
above, but the hoses were kept playing on 
the roof over the.fire, which was successfully 
confined to the corner of the building where it 
broke out. Considerable damage was however 
done, amounting, it is said, to £2,000 to 
£3,000, mainly among the type and paper 
which were used for the printing of the 
Réforme vewspaper. All this, we believe, was 
destroyed. e ‘ 

The boy who was the cause of the outbreak 
has been missing since, and no trace of him 
can be discovered. It is sarmised that he 
must have fled from the building panic- 
stricken. c 

The fire broke out again among the smoking 
embers about 10.30, but was immediately got 
under by the firemen who were on the spot. 

We understand that the loss was not 
covered by insurance. _ 

Much credit is due to Superintendent Lynn 
andthe firemen under him for their promptness 
in subduing the flames. Halfén-hour before 
the outbreak was extinguished, no one would 
have dared to suggest that the flames would 
be completely mastered before they had 
gutted the whole building. The Brigade received 
a good deal of ready assistance frori some of 
the spectators, especially Mr. Harry Barker, 
who was nothing.loathe in hauling about the 
hoses. ,

SUDDEN DEATH OF Mr. ONOFRIO, 

It is with the ‘degpest regret that we have 
to annoutiee thie death of Mr, Francis Onofrio, 
sub-director of the accounts department, 
Ministry of the Interior, which occurred at 
Cajro on Thursday, at about 10.30 p.m.

BRITISH RULE IN EGYPT.

The October namber of tlie Qnurterty Review 


has a lengthy article upon “Britikh’ Rule in 


Egypt’ elaborating the inany benefits conferred,

Commencing with » 
summary of the political vicissitudes of the 
country from the time of the Napoleonic in 
vasion at the close of the eighteenth century 
the author, in bringing down the narrative tr 
the date of the new evtente cardiale with 
France, dwells, and correctly npon the 
contention offered by Great Britain to the 
Sultan and the Powers in May 1887 by Avhich 
we agreed to withdraw the Britikh-Army of 
Occujmtion within 3 years, and to terminate 
the British control over the Egyptian Army 
within a further period of 2 yeark,--an agrée 
ment snpported by Germany, Anstria, and 
Italy, but opposed and finally refused at the

Full 
explanation is also afforded of the farther 
projects advocated by Lord Cromer in this 
year's téport, the fitancial benefits that are 
certain to accrue being tersely set forth.

EQYPT'S RUINS IM DANGER.

A correspondent, writing to: the ‘Pall Mall 
Gatette, says:—One result of this indrease in 
the irrigation area is to be draaded, and that is 
the effect it will have on the rains and temples 
of Upper Egypt and the Pyramids of Ghizeh.

Sir,—In reply to the letter of “A Humble 
Imperialist” which-appeared in your issue of 
the 24th inst., I would beg leave to point out 
that my remarks were exclusively confined to 
the reduction of the British Garrison in Egypt 
I did net sngyest that that reduction had been 
decided upon with reference solely or mainly 
to financial considerations, but what I intend 
ed to convey was that, granted the withdrawal 
of 1,800 troaps was unobjectionable, ig would 
be ‘a waste of Egyptian money to keep them 
hete: Your correspondent, however, has in 
trdduced into this controversy an entirely new 
element, and it is upon this new element that 
the whole of his contention hinges. Persistitig 
| in the analogy drawn from India, he maintains 
that the defence of Egypt is intimately bound 
up with that of the Sudan and should’ not be 
, considered apart. Happily, he doés not predict 
that the danger to be guarded against is-pres- 
sing ot imminent. These are his words ——“The 
Egyptian army in thé Sudan with a sufficient 
backbone of British soldiers is strong enough to 
master the Sudan martial tribes if they 
rebel.” It ig not denied, then, that the 
Egyptian army and the British troops now 
inthe Sudan are amply adequate. for its 
present security and proteetion. But the 
argument of “A Humble Imperialist,” if [ 
rightly understand it, amounts to this :—The 
Sudan is a country liable ¢o periodical famine ; 
a famine may engender disconten€, which may 
cilminate in rebellion, and,-for want of the 
1,800 troops about to be withdrawn, the Euro- 
pean Powers may invite Turkey to suppress the 
rebellion by an armed intervention. Such fears, 
inmy humble judgment, are extravagantly 
j chimerical. Practifal and responsible statesmen, 
| unlike armchair politicians, concern themselves 
with probable eventualities and do not trouble 
about possibilities so remote as those which 
your correspondent contemplates. With the 
carrying out of the vast schemes of irrigation 
; How upon the point of being commenced, with 
the impetua that is being given to agriculture, 
, and with the opening of the country by increased 
facilities for traisport, the chances of famine in 
the Sudan must every~year sensibly diminish. It 
should also bé borne in.mind that the popiula- 
tion of the Sydan at the present time amounts 
to less than two millions of inhabitants, aud 
tunless immigration takes place upon an exten- 
sive scale tle numbers in the near future will 
hot probably increase with any great- rapidity. 
Surely, then, with Egyptian finances already 
so flourishing, and, according to all sober 
calculation, likely to continue to expand, the 
contingency of famine in the Sudan can, by the 
exercise of the thost ordinary prudence and 
foresight on the part of the British authorities, 
be easily provided against. Does your corres 
pondent question their ability to fulfil that 
task ? Ah, but ther€’is Somalilandy which I 
had almost forgotten! I do not “for one moment 
imagine that the Arabs of the Sudan are ignor- 
ant of what the Arabs of the Aden hintérlantl 
and Somaliland are doing;*\and any doubts I 
may have previously entertained would be 
set at, rest by “A Humble lwperialist’s” re- 
minder, I’ think, however, we may assuage 
our fears upon that score, at all events as 
far, as the troubles in Somaliland may . reflect 
themselves in other quarters with which we 
are more immediately concerned. Lord Cromer, 
in his despatch to the Marquegs of Lansdowne 
dated so recently as the 26th February, 1904, 
quotes ‘a passage from the report of Sir 
Rudolph yon Slatin, Inspector-General of thé 
Sudan, in which he states that “events in 
Somaliland have not had any effect whatever 
on the tranquillity of the Sudan, or of the 
attitude of the mhabitants towards the Govern. 
ment,” to which Lord Cromer adds. in’ a foot- 
note, “I am able to confirm what Sir Rudolph 
von Slatin says on this subject. So far us | 
have been able to judge, recent events in 
Somaliland have awakened singularly little 
interest either in Egypt or the Sudan.” 

May I be permitted to add, without offence, 
that whilst no ‘one would call in question the 
sincerity of your correspondent’s motives, some 
of us may regret that the patriotism of “A 
“Humble Imperialist” does not inspirehim with 
greater confidénce in those who are steering 
the British Ship of State.

Nor is he disposed to rush into 
hasty legislation, though he desires to deal 
with notmal as well as with abnormal pauper- 
ism,. Legislation may be necessary, but it is 
so easy to do harm~in that way that it is 
better to postpone it until competent au- 
thorities have settled the lines on which it is to 
ptoceed than to rush incontinently into the 
making of new laws, 

After a ptotracted period of depression, 
things in the Stock Exchange really look as if 
the tide was on the turn, In the course of the 
last few weeks there has been a remarkable 
revival of business, and if the upward move- 
ment continues there will be something ‘in the 
nature of a boom—that boom which éveryone 
expected to arrive at the close of the Boer 
war, but which has been so long deferred that 
it had dwindled to a very faint speck in the 
visionary horizon. 

Owing to the commercial depression and 
the severe competition now existing in the 
hotel business, the Hotel Cecil has to report 
a considerable decrease in profits for the 
year to August. The receipts amounted to 
£182,613, a decrease of £43,759, and the 
trading profit, after charging the expenditure 
on the several repairs and renewhls of £10,120, 
is £32,486, as compared with £58,153, 

In order to provide for future extensions 
of the British Museum and also. gradually 
to minimise the danger from fir¢, the Govern- 
ment, about ten years ago, bought a lot of 
houses from the Duke of Bedford for £200,000, 
The first of the extensions since the purchase 
is now about to be made ; and consequently 
a large number of houses in Montagae-place, 
at the back of the Museum, have just been
